%* Uxe has been made, with corrections and ttdditionSi of 
tJu notes printed by me^ as Superintendent of the Public 
Library of Boston^ in the monthly reports of that institution^ 
March-Juncy 1876; and of a transcript of the caicUorue of 
the British Museum under this head^ made for me by WUliam 
F. Fowle of London., who appends elaborate descriptions of the 
copies in that library. I nave also derived benefit from an 
inspection of many of the copies^ made during a visit to England 
in the autumn o/\^n ; andl owe thanks for such prtvileges to 
Lord Spencer of A Ithorpe House ; Sir Charles I sham of Lam- 
Port Hall, Northamptonshire ; Mr. Charles Edmonds of 
London ; Mr. George Bullen, Keeper of the Printed Bookst 
British Museum; Mr VV, Aldis Wright of Trinity ColUge, 
Cambridge; Rev. H. O. Coxe, BodUye librarian^ Oxford; 
the Rev. IV. H. Milman of Sion College, London ; and to the 
authorities of the Shakespeare Library at Stratford^ the 
Shakespeare Memorial L^traryat Birmingham, and the Uni- 
versity Library at Edinburgh. I have likewise beenfwored 
with descriptions of their copies from MrT James Lenox cutd 
Mr. Almon W, Griswold of New York; Mr. Horace How- 
ard Furness of Philadelphia ; Mr. E. G. A say of Chicago ; 
and Mr. C. Fiske Harris of Providence. I hitve examined 
the copies in the Barton Collection in the Boston Public Library. 
I am also indebted to the Isham rebrint of the Venus and 
Adonis of \iy^ in which Mr. Edmonds gives useful in- 
formation regarding thirteen early editions of that poem. 
I can testify to the substantial reproduction in this reprint of 
the unique original t.t Lamport Hall, which is so carefully pre- 
served in its rare and curious old library, whose promised 
catalogue will yield, I doubt not, some new surprises to bibliog- 
raphers, when it comes from Mr. Edmonds s hands. I ant 
also under obligations to y. O. Hailituell-Phillipps, Esq., of 
Brighton, England. 

Venus and Adonis. 

1593. Venvs and Adonis. Vilia miretur val- 
gus : mihi flauus Apollo | Pocula Castalia plena 
ministret aqua. [A device of an anchor.] London 
Imprinted by Ricnard Field, and are to be sold at 
the signe of the white Greyhound in Paules Church- 
yard. 1 593. 

Description. Twenty-seven leaves in quarto. 
It is distinguishable from the 1 594 edition by having 
no period after London. Entered in the Stationers' 
Registers, April 13, 1593. 

The Text. Furnivall says, " The first edition is 
very well printed and was perhaps seen through the 
press by Shakespeare himself." The editors of the 
Cambridge edition attest its "remarkable ac- 
curacy," and think it was printed, " doubtless from 
the author's own manuscript." Grant White says 
it is printed " with almost absolute purity." 

One Copy Known. In the Bodleian with the Ma- 
lone collection ; size, 7f X 5 i inches ; has written 
in it, " Bought of Mr. William Ford, bookseller, in 
Manchester, in August, 1805, at the enormous price 
o^ ;f 25, nor is any other copy known to exist." 
Thomas Rodd, the bookseller, says in a MS. note 
to Halli well's Shakespeariana, 1841, ** No copy 
has ever been sold by public sale . . . would most 
probably sell for ;fi'iso, were one to occur." A very 



considerable increase of this estimate would have 
to be made at this day. 

Reprints. In 1866 it appeared in the Ashbee-Halliwell series 
of traced litho^phic fac-similes, and a fac-simile of the title is 
eiven in Halliwell's folio edition of Shakespeare, xvi p. 278. 
Collier and other editors have followed this eoition.

Description. Title and dedication, two leaves ; 
text, B to G in fours, and HI ; twenty-seven leaves. 
FI has no si^ature mark. Halliwell says, a close 
examination is necessary to distinguish this edition 
from the preceding. 

The Text Collier says it " is a distinct reim- 
pression : affords' some various readings, and not a 
few important confirmations of the correctness of the 
older text, corrupted more or less in all subsequent 
editions." Charles Edmonds says that its new 
readings are " always improvements, which seem to 
show that this impression had the benefit of the 
author's revision." 

Three Copies Known, i. In the Grenville Collec- 
tion, no. 1 1 180, British Museum; size, 644 X 4 If 
inches ; bound by Clarke in olive morocco, elabo- 
rately tooled, witn the Grenville arms on the sides ; 
sound in condition, but with here and there through- 
out small imperfections mended, and tears pieced 
out in fac-simile. This copy bears the following 
note in Grenville's hand, — " Shakespeare, Venus & 
Adonis, 4°, Field, i C94. This poem was first printed 
in 1593, and is of tne greatest rarity. This second 
edition is I believe of no less rarity. The only copy 
that I have ascertained, is that which was be- 
queathed by Mr. Caldecott to the Bodleian library, 
and that copy sold bjr Pickering in 1843, which 
I sold again to buy this preferable copy." Gren- 
ville gave ;f 116 for it at Jolley's sale, in 1844, that 
collector having bought it in Lancashire " for a mere 
trifle."

The dedication, 
"To the Right Honorable Henry Wriotheslie, 
Earle of Southampton, and Baron of Litchfeld," 
is subscribed " Your Honors in all dutie, William 
Shakespeare." 

The Text, It has some changes from previous 
editions, both errors and improvements, all " doubt- 
less due to the printer." 

Two Copies Known, i. In the British Museum ; 
press mark, C. 21. a; size, 4^ X 2^ inches; in 
splendid condition, with a few stains at the end, 
and no imperfections ; bound in half-olive morocco, 
red cloth sides, in russia case. 

The following MS- notes are in the book: — 
'*This most precious volume is from the Libraries of y« late 
W. [Sir William] BoUand and B. H. Bright, Esq". At Mr. 
Bolland's sale [in 1840] (at y* rooms of Messrs Evans) it was 
bought by Mr. Bright for ;C9i- At Mr. Bright's sale [no. 5067] 
(at y* rooms of Messrs Sotheby & Co.) on 7 : April, 1845, 1 he- 
came the Purchaser for y* sum of £xp. : 10 : o.

2. In the Bodleian ; size, 4i X 3 inches. The 
Daniel Catalogue says it is '' cut into the headline, 
and is inferior " to the one in the Daniel Collection, 
no. I, above. 

It originally formed part of a volume of old poetical varieties, 
sold at £>r. Bernard's sale in 1698 for i*. 3d. ; and Thomas 
Warton bought it for bd. in 1760 out of some rubbish in a broker's 
shop. His Drother, Joseph Warton, gave it to Malone, who 
said of the volume in 1791, " It could now at auction undoubted- 
ly be sold for three or four guineas." ^ Malone took it apart, 
and^ placed the Venus and^ Adonis " with my other very early 
editions of Shakespeare's pieces." See Prior's Malone, p. 179. 
With his collection, it passed into the Bodleian.

Description. Twenty-seven leaves. 

The Text. Mr. Edmonds says, ** A few correc- 
tions are introduced ; but they bear no proportion 
to the misprints." 

One Copy Known. In September, 1867, Mr. 
Charles Edmonds (of the then house of Willis and 
Sotheran, booksellers in London) went to Lamport 
Hall in Northamptonshire, the seat of Sir Charles 
Isham, Bart., to make a professional inspection of 
the library in that house, and having accomplished 
his purpose, and while waiting for the departure of 
a train, was shown a lot of old books in a lumber 
room, long undisturbed, and there discovered a 
volume, " wonderfully clean and fresh, bound in the 
wrapping vellum of the period, with strings, and 
with no outward indication of its contents. The 
volume measured 4f X 3i inches, and proved to 
contain under one cover, this 1599 edition of the 
Venus, the Passionate Pilgrim of the same year and 
other tracts. The book is now at Lamport ; and

Reprint. In 1870, a fac-simile reprint of the above volume 
was issued under the editorial care of Mr. Edmonds, who f ui^ 
nished an introduction. The edition was limited to 131 copies, 
of which 25 were on large paper, and six on vellum. The laige 
paper copies are now worth from £1 to £^.

Description. The above title is from a MS. title 
to the copy named below. Twenty-seven leaves in 
small octavo. Halliwell and Edmonds claim the 
date is an error, because Harison had sold the copy- 
right to Leake, four years before. 

The Text. The editors of the Cambridge edition 
think it is printed from the 1596 edition. Mr. Ed- 
monds says, the 1599 edition intervened. W. C. 
Hazlitt says it is neither the 1599 nor the 1602 edi- 
tion. The Cambridge editors say it has many 
" erroneous readings, due, it would seem, partly to 
carelessness and partly to wilful alteration, which 
were repeated in later copies." 

One Copy Known. In the Bodleian : with MS. title ; 
size, 4^^ X 2^ inches ; bound with the Lucrece 
of i6co and other tracts; formerly Malone *s, and 
given to him by Farmer.

The dedication 
"To the Right Honorable Henry Wriotheslie, 
Earle of Southampton, and Baron of Lichfield " is 
subscribed, " Your Honours in all duety William 
Shakespeare." 

The Text. It is thought to have been printed 
from the previous edition. The editors of the Cam- 
bridge edition say it is superior to the other edition 
of this year in the Bodleian, in typography and in 
accuracy. 

One Copy Known. In the British Museum ; press- 
mark, C. 21. a : size, 5 A X 3^ inches ; bound in 
yellow morocco ; condition, firm, on thick paper, 
but rather dirty and mended in a few places ; with 
" G. Steevens " stamped on reverse of title.

" No other copy of this excessively rare edition is known. 
Mr. Evans was wrong in stating that a copy was in the Malone 
collection in the BoSeian Library. No copy is mentioned in 
the catalogue, nor is there one to m found there.

Of Ishevenot's text a defective translation was^ published in 
London^ 169^ as a supplement to an English version of Henne- 
pin. Lad^r and better renderings are in the Historical Mof^a- 
zinej Aug^t, 1861, and in Part II. of French's Historical 
Collections ^Louisiana. 

The map ^ich Thevenot gives, and which Rich reproduces, 
is not after Msdcquett^s sketch, but follows with some variations, 
according to Psftkman, Great IVest, p. 65, 408, an old MS. 
map entilled, CaiHe de la NouvelU France Dicouverte oue les 
Pires yisuites oni^it en Fannie 1672, et coniiniUe Par U Pire 
yacfttes Marfuette,'^tc.t which, according to Harrisse, Notes 
fitr la NoHvelle Fret^e^ no. 202, was formerly in the Biblio- 
tkique nationale^ but c^not now be found. Mr. Parkman has 
a tracing of it, and he calls it *' so crude and careless, and 
based on information soNnexact, that it is of little interest."

The genuine map of Marquette tras reproduced for the first

The first edition of this poepfi consisted of thirteen hundred 
copies, which were issued by instalments at eight (says Bohn) 
or nine (say^ Masson) times, with different titles and preliminary 
matter, during 166^, 1668, and 1669. The text of copies varies 
oftener than the titles <ma preliminary matter, as corrections 
were apparently made as^e work progressed through the press, 
and, in binding up thes^ instalments, corrected and uncorrected 
sheets were indiscrimijriately mixed. The present copy does not 
correspond to either^ariety as described by the biblioiH^phers. 
It has what is called in Bohn's Lowndes, the third title-page, 
following which ^ould come, according to that authority, the 
text, but interv^ing between the title^eaf and text, are seven 
leaves containinl^ the Printer's Address to the Reader (five lines, 
— some issue^'have it in three lines), the Argument, the Verse, 
and the En^ta.

of Melancholy. Macray, Annals of the Bodleian, 
p. 67, would seem to imply that it came by bequest 
direct from Burton. 

1616. An edition of this date is mentioned by 
Dyce ; but I find no trace of it. 

1617. A copy of an edition of this' date is, ac- 
cording to Bohn, in the Bodleian, " Printed for 
W. B." I. e, William Barrett ; and the Annals of the 
Bodleian, p. 247, says it was received in 1833 from 
Thomas Caldecott. 

1620. An edition, " Printed for I. P." i. e. John 
Parker ; in eighteen-mo, twenty-seven leaves. 

Copies. The editors of the Cambridge edition 
say, ** a copy [size 4i X 3i inches] exists in the 
Capell Collection. Dr. Bandinel also purchased 
one for the Bodleian, but it cannot be found."

^ The Text, Dyce savs that it appears, to have been 
given to the press without Shakespeare's consent or 
even knowledge, and how much of it proceeded from 
his pen cannot be distinctly ascertained. Halliwell 
calls it "clearly an unauthorized and surreptitious 
collection." Halliwell and Edmonds have examined 
each piece in the collection to assign its author, and 
out of the twenty-one pieces, five only have incontest- 
ably been traced to Shakespeare ; eleven have no 
claim whatever, and five are allowed to other authors. 
Three of the poems, "^j it fell upon a Day,^^ *'*' If 
Music and sweet poetry agree^"* and '* IVhilst as fickle 
fortune smiled^'' first appeared in Richard Barn- 
field's "Encomium of Lady Pecunia," 1598, and 
were assigned to him, though Collier contended they 
were Shakespeare's. See London Athenaeum, May 
17, 1856; Notes and Queries, July 5, 1856. Mr. 
Edmonds, in his preface to his reprint, agam urges 
the claims of Barnfield as regards two 6i the pieces 
against the objections of Collier.

Of the composition of the volume, the forthcom- 
ing Catalogue of the Barton Collection, in the 
Boston Public Library, says : 

The poems ascribed to Shakespeare are the Sonnets, with the 
exception of Nos. 18, 19, 43, 56,^ 75, 76, 96, 136, rearranged under 
various titles- Interspersed with them are the Lover's Con»- 
plaint and the Passionate Pilgrim, together with the verses from 
As You Like It commencing *' Why should this desart be." 
In addition to these are the lollowing translations from Ovid: 
Cephalus and Procris, Menelaus was cause of his owne wrongs, 
Vulcan was lupiters smith. The Mynotaure, Achilles his con- 
cealement of his sex, The epistles of Paris to Hellen, and Hellen 
to Paris. The last two were included in Jaggard's edition of 
The Passionate Pilgrim published in i6i2,^ut Thos. Hey- 
wood, in his Ai>ology for Actors, published in the same year, 
claims them as his own, and they are to be found in his Troja 
Brittannica, printed in 1609. Lovrndes says Some of these 
poems are copied from Thomas Hevwood's General History of 
Women. Following these are Milton's Epitaph, On the 
death of Shakespeare, by W. B., and An elegie on the death 
of that fiunous writer and actor, M. William Shakspeare. 

In the editions of Shakespeare's works published in 1710, 
Z7i4f 1725^ 1807, 1810 (the last two in Boston) and of his Poems 
published m ijjif 1775; 1804, the poems ascribed to him in this 
edition are reprinted with the same arrangement and under tha 
same titles, and also in other edidons.

^r. Charles H. Burr, student in the Lawrence 
Sciem^c School of Harvard University, has jast 
done a work of value to architects and stud^ilts of 
archaeolog^Vsi" preparing a set of plans, oi\ tlniform 
scale, of airs^he Greek Doric temples 'of which 
plans, in any o^ree trustworthy, have been pub- 
lished in the chief, works upon the ^architecture of 
the Greeks. Const^ering the ^pensiveness and 
rarity of many of theie boolpr and the variety of 
scale of the plans give^ipr^them, it is matter of 
some surprise that this^'^^k has not been done 
before. The scale adopted sy Mr. Burr is of six 
inches to one hundred feet, w^ich admits of the 
requisite distinctness of delineafi^n. There are 
twenty-seven plans in all, embracingsthe principal 
temples of Greece, of Magna Graecia, ftHd| of Sicily, 
and they are arranged in an approximately chrono- 
logical (»rder. But one hundred copies of lUie atlas 
have been printed.

Bibliography of Shakespeare's Poems. Since 
the issue of No. 10 of this bulletin, a note from Mr. 
F. J. Fumivall states that the copy of Chester's 
Love's Martyr, mentioned p. 268, is now in the 
possession of Mr. Christie Miller at Britwell, and 
he questions if it be not the only complete copy 
known. Mr. F. states that he finds by a comparison 
of the 1611 edition (of which there is a copy in the 
British Museum), with the 1601 edition, that the 
former is only some copies of the latter, less the 
first three leaves, with a new title. See Grosart's 
reprint. 



Referring to the reprints of Lintott mentioned, 
pp. 264-5-6, Professor Edward Dowden, of Dublin, 
asks if it does not look as if Lintott printed from an 
edition advertised about a year ago by Thomas 
Hayes, of Manchester, as follows : — 

"Shakespeare (W.), Venus and Adonis, 1630; 
The Rape of Lucrece, 1632 ; The Passionate Pil- 
grim, 1599 ; and Sonnets to Sundry Notes of Music, 
1549 ; in one volume, sm. 8°, in old half russia, rare, 
2l*r Reprint, circa 1650. Although each piece is 
dated separately as above, they have evidently all 
been printed at one and the same time, the signa- 
tures and pagination being continuous. No mention 
is made in Lowndes, however, of this edition." 

Professor Dowden adds to tlie reprints of the 1640 
edition of the " Poems " (pp. 267-8) one of eight- 
eenth century, but without date, undescribed so far. 
" Poems on several occasions of Shakespeare," a 
duodecimo, printed at London, and " sold by A. Mur- 
den, B. Newton, T. Davidson, C. Anderson, W. 
Nelson, and S. Paterson." It has for a frontispiece, 
Kent's monumental e&Lgy of Shakespeare. 

Mr. Halliwell-Phillipps kindly writes that the 
single leaf of the 1594 Venus and Adonis is now in 
the Museum at Stratford-on-Avon ; that the fac- 
simile of the 1627 Edinburgh edition was a hand 
tracing, no longer in his possession ; that he never 
saw but one copy of the 1675 edition, which was in 
a private library in Kent ; that the edition of Lu- 
crece marked " ? 1610 " proved to be an imperfect 
copy of the 1632 edition, making a third copy 
known ; that the copy no. 9 of the 1609 edition of 
the Sonnets, was the copy described by Halliwell, 
etc., as conjectured. 
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
